Norsworthy, former captain of the 


klan in Mer Rouge, Identified also the 
"vililance committee 
of 
Morehouse 


parish," as a part of the klan. 


The vigilance committee has been 


blamed- by many for kidnaplngs and 
violence in the parish, but before It 
had not been linked directly with the 
klan. It was thought to be a separ- 
ate and distinct organization.

the most important Nebraska bistory. 
The Herald was then under the edi- 
torship of Dr. George L. Miller. It was 
the leading and almost the only demo- 
cratic daily in the Nebraska region 
and makes a splendid addition to our 
newspaper sources of the period. 


Valuable museum article lost to Ne- 


braska—During the past year the his- 
torical society has lost from its mu- 
seum one of the rarest and most valu- 
able' historical articles in its collec- 
tion. This was the silver medal be- 
stowed upon the Pawnee chief "Brav- 
esTof the^raTe"" in"T821 at Washing- 
ton by Miss White's .young ladies' 
seminary. It commemorated one of the 
most important events In Nebraska 
history—the termination of living hu- 
man sacrifices. The chief to whom 
the medal was given in 1817 rescued 
a captive Comanche girl from being 
. burned to death in honor of the Paw- 
1 nee god* "Evening Star." The medal 
was buried with the chief's body on 
the Loup river near Nance county. A 
party of explorers found the medal In 
1884. 
It became the property of a 


young girl in the party, who is now 
Mrs. George W. Ellsworth of College 
View. The medal was placed in the 
museum of the historical society as a 
loan. The American numismatic soci- 
ety-of New York got information of 
the existence of the medal. 
It tele- 


graphed an offer of $600 for it The 
historical society board met in special 
session to consider raising an equal 
amount to keep the 
medal in Ne- 


braska. Lacking available funds 
to 


make the purchase the society was re- 
luctantly compelled to see this most 
important document in Nebraska bis- 
tory go to New York city.

VIOLATORS MORE SKILLFUL 


Grand Island 1922 Police Records 
Show Prosecutions for Infractions 


of Liquor Lavs Decreased. 


QR..ANP ISLAND, Neb., Jan. 9.— 


Police records for 1922 show that pros- 
ecutions for violation of the liquor 
laws materially decreased that year, 
as compared with 1921. The annual re- 
port of the department declares that 
violators of the liquor laws -are less 
bold, are better organized, carry on 
their work with greater secrecy and 
that, in addition to these facts, the 
police receive fewer tips from the pub- 
lie than In former years. 


During 1922 the Grand Island po- 


Uce department 
made 631 arrests, 


from which fines and costs and pro- 
ceeds from the sale of confiscated cars 
unounted to $14,882.90. This makes an 
average of $23.60 in fines for each ar- 
rest made. 
Of the 631 arrests, 115 


were made for intoxication, and 38 for 
the manufacture, or illegal possession 
or sale of liquor. Since July, 1921, ten 
cars were reported 'stolen to the de- 
partment, of which number eight were 
recovered and, in nearly ail cases, the 
thieves were captured and prosecuted. 
Members of the department quaran- 
tined 99 homes for contagious sick- 
ness during the year.

, Spread of Sparrow. ' 


The~ history, of the spread of the 


common sparrow, so familiar to every- 
one, is interesting. 
Two thousand 


years ago it lived only in middle Eu- 
rope. Since then it has covered, all of * 
Europe and entered Siberia, 'crossed ' 
the Mediterranean sea and invaded 
Africa. It was brought to New York 
in 1850 by persons who thought it 
would be a useful scavenger. By 1870 
it had spread all over the eastern 
states; by 1886 it had reached Kansas 
and has for years been abundant all 
over the United States and Cazkda. 


The sparrow is bold, hardy,' crafty: 
it will eat anything, live anywhere. Ji 
has several broods a year. It is like 
some of the weeds among planfe, like 
the rat among mammals. It fits the « 
conditions in which it lives. It survives 
and multiplies where
